CHicAno, Sept. 18.—Twenty masked men 
liftld up a Lake Shoi*o train 140 miles from 
|l'hicairo early in tho morning, and afher 
Hvoundinix tho enizineer blew open the safo 
In 1 ho express car and stole its contents. 


Tho rol)bcry occurred at Kessler, Ind., a 
few niiloH boyond Keudallville. A few rods 
wofit of KesBler tho onglneer, J. Knapp, 
discovorod a switch open and put on the 
brakes to save the trahi from destruction. 
Tho train hardly^camoto a standstill when 
ibho twenty r<ibbers, armed and maskpd, 
xuade a njsh for the express car. The eu- 
glneer seized a coal pick and made a des- 
perate resistance. 
One of the robbers was 
Utruck down and fell off tho en^ino. An- 
other cauie over the tender and leveling 
his revolver by the dim light shot the eu- 
gineer in the chest, SGriously wounding 
hi ni. The iiroman saw a chance to maL'o 
his escape, and, jumping through tho cab 
^'indow, ran. 


As tho train camo to a stop there was a 
terrible explosion. The robbers had put 
dynamite under tho train. 
Tho explosion 
tore open one side of the express car. Tho 
conductor and brakeman hurried to tho 
platforms only to bo covered by rifles in 
the hands of several men» who said they 
would shoot to kill if a move were made. 
Tho railroad men made no resistance. A 
guard was put at the end of each car And 
the express car was attacked. 


ThO'jUOBsenirer behind a barricaded door 
refused to obey the command of the rob- 
bers to___open tho express car entrance. 
Bhotaft"ershot was lired at the car, but 
tho robbers soon saw they could-not secure 
an entrance by intimidation. 


Tho messenger flred many shots at th^ 
robbers through tho openini? that the ex- 
plosion had made, but the robbers, finally 
getting into the car through this break, 
poon disarmed him, and with a blow ou 
tho head knocked him senseless. 


Half a dozen of the twenty men then 
looted the exi^ress oar. Djmamite was 
again used in ppening the safe, and tho 
thieves 
took 
everything they thought 
worth carryingi;Lway. 


The dynamite having wrecked only one 
express cai\ the robbers contented thom- 
Bolves with looting this alone, and mado 
no eliort to. force au entrance to the sec- 
ond. 


A ficr the robbery had been effected the 
KUardfa'*''Ut th'o dom's of the passenger 
coaches wero called off, a few parting 
fihots were tired, and tho band of robbers j 
flisappeared in tho wooded stretch of land 
that skirls the railroad. 


As soon as the robbers had disappeared, 
messengers ran to Kendallvllle to spread 
tho alarm, a'ho sheriff of the county, 
aroused from bed, called on all near him 
for help, and soon a posse of residents of 
Kendallvllle were hasteninic along the 
biehway to tho scene of tho robbery. They 
Ecoured tho vicinity, beat through the bush 
and traveled miles through tho woods, but 
fchey found no clews. 


The express company's officers are par- 
fectly well satislled that tho robbery was 
E 
Qmmitted by expert safe blowers, who 
new the use of dynamite and just hovf 
to get at the vulnerable parts of tho safe. 
This» in their opinion, ought to make the 
chasa more certain to end in the capture 
of the robbers and tho recovery of the 
money than M'ould otherwise be the case. 


It is ollicially announced by oilicers of 
the ex|)rcss company that the amount 
9tolen is §19,400. Two gold bars valued at 
plB.OOO wero not taken by the robbers, 


Thi •eo men, one of them a negro, 'wero 
arrested three milos from Kendiillvillo on 
suspicion of being concerned in the Lake 
Bhoro robbery, but nothing of an inorim- 
nating nature was found on their persons. 
Three residents of ICundallville are under 
•urvclllance.

No subject in the scienoo of meteor- 
ology is of fiuch absorbing 
interest 
as that of tornadoes. 
Their perform- 
ances, says the Wushington Star, are 
BO amazing and the inanifeHtations by 
which they are accompanied are BO 
terrifying that the mind has diiUculty 
in grasping the matter iindcrstaud- 
mgly. 
As a rule they give fair warji- 
ing of their 
approach. 
The nir is 
usually very still and sultry. 
People 
feel depressed without knowing why. 
Dark and threatening clouds appear 
on the western horizon and the sky 
from west to soxith takes on a pocnliar 
lurid or greenish tinge. 
The *'tor- 
nado sky" IB a characteristic feature. 


TINS FUNNETJ-SHAPED CTIOUD. 


From the suspended masses of vapor 
A sort of tail is seen to project 
itself 
downward. It gradually assumes,v.'hile 
approaching, the aspect of a gigantic 
funnel, with the small end toward tlie 
ground. 
This funnel 
moves with 
enormous rapidity, its speed 
being 
rarely under forty iiiiles an hour and 
Bometimes as much as eighty miles an 
hour. As it comes nearer an indescrib- 
able roar is heard, which has been 
likened to the bellowing of a million 
mad bulla or the rumbling of 10,000 
trains of oars over as many bridges. 


ytill the groat cloud advances, black 
as night, somewhat resembling an im- 
mense balloon, sweeping its iieck round 
and round with terrible fnry and de- 
stroying everything in its jjath. 
It 
whirls with almost incredible velocity, 
Bometimes leaving tho earth for a mo- 
ment, then bounding back to continue 
its dire havoc. 
Tho whole period of 
destruction may occupy only throe or 
four minutes, but in that time towns 
are wiped out and fields are laid waste. 
A few minutes later the bine sky ap- 
pears, the wind turns to the soutli and 
all quiets down. 
No one would sup- 
pose that a terrible catastrophe had 
occurred, save for the devastation tliat 
is all about and the cries of the unfor- 
tunates.

what is called a storm. 


PrcBcntly the cold layer of air aloft 
findfl a place in the warm layer below 
it, thri)ugh which it can make its way 
downward. 
It does so, and tho per- 
formance is exhibited to the eye of the 
observer by the appearance of a de- 
scending funnel of vapor. 
It whirls 
around in obedience to the same law 
which causes a stream of water pouring 
through a .hole in tho bottom of a 
bowl to revolve. 
Incidentally 
an 
enormous e:iergy is develoj^ed. 
The 
balloon of vajjor goes sweeping along 
Avith a tremendous roar and an accom- 
panying 
electrical 
diK|)Iay. 
It 
is 
nothing more nor less than a highly 
exaggerated thiinder storm. 
Thunder 
storms are brought al)out in exactly 
the same way, save that tho 
cold 
stratum above and the warm stratum 
below are mingled more 
gradually, 
producing loss violent symptoms and 
forining no whirling funnel.

accuracy tho path of a tornado until it 
is too near to be comfortable, Bave that 
its track is always from Boutliwest to 
northeast. 
The question as to which 
way to run may have to be decided on 
the instant. 
Supposing tho danger 
imminent the proper way to do is to 
run either north or south, biit never 
to the east or northeast, because that 
is tho direction in which tho storm is 
moving. 
If it is only a mile away and 
coining directly toward the observer 
tho latter has just about ono minute to 
got out of the way. 
If ho does not 
start wrong the chances are that ho 
will excape. 
If in doubt strike for the 
north, for, as has been said, that is the 
safe sido of a tornado. 


Happily, iu the cast such phenomena 
are comparatively infrequent» but there 
is not a State between the 100th meri- 
dian and the Atlantic Ocean in which 
tliey do not occur. 
Accordingly, no- 
body can bo sure that ho may not at 
some time have to tackle a tornado, 
and these rules, if not worth pasting 
in one's hat, should be at least remem- 
bered. 
As for seeking shelter from 
Buch a danger in a building, there is 
no safety in that. 
Experts iu such 
matters declare that no structure can 
bo raised by man above the surface of 
tho earth which will resist the violence 
of this sort of storm. 
Not even so 
massive a pile as the treasury building 
could withstand a first-class tornado. 
In the great *'cyclone** at Grinnell, 
Iowa, a few years ago, which destroyed 
many lives and a vast amount of prop- 
erty, one 6f tho buildings reduced to 
complete ruin was a solid editico of 
stone and brick xised for a jniblic 
school. 
The tornado tore it to pieces 
as easily as if it had been so much lath 
and plaster. 


On tho contrary, a building of brick 
or stono is a more unsafe refuge from a 
tornado than a frame dwelling, be- 
cause, if destroyed, it tumbles in and 
buries peoj'ilo in the ruins.

forty-four

killed in the AVTreck of the Falls City 
Hall. 
That storm wiped out seventy-

On one occasion hail was re- 
ported as having fallen to a depth of 
four feet. 


CAUSES WlilOH PRODUCE TORNADOES. 
The causes -which i^roduco tornadoes 
are pretty well uiuieratood. 
They are 
found very often iu the Missisaippi 
"Vulley^ Avhich, as is well known, is a 
region particularly liable to such at- 
mospheric dihturbunces. Supi}otìe that 
the day is warm and sultry and the 
fitratuin of heated air near the earth is 
full oi vapor.

TRrCKS T^nCD WITH STOIUIS.

man trietl to drive acr(jss the path of 
one with a team and wagon, thinking 
that ho could gut over iu time and be- 
ing in a hurry to deliver some lumber. 
The consequence was that ho and the 
horses were killed and badly mangled, 
tho cart being reduced to a wreck and 
the lumber scattered 
over

All tho gas jets in the city 
went out or were nearly extinguished, 
and the crash of falling buidings added 
to the appalling rumpus, while a ter-

cyclone cellars, 
excavation made through the west wall 
of tho house outward, so that no part 
of it is beneath the dwelling. 
The 
west side is chosen because the danger 
always comes 
from that 
direction, 
and, if the houso is demolished, the 
ruins will bo thrown away from the 
"cave." 
The iioor of the latter is 
made level with the floor of the cellar, 
and the earth roof of the cave is sup- 
ported by heavy timbers and arched 
with masonry of brick or stone, These 
are precautions against damage by the 
falling 
of heavy masses of 
debris. 
Hometimes a cave is dug apart from 
the house, but close by it, on the west 
Bide. 
It is made big enough to ac- 
commodate all tho inmatea 
of the 
dwelling. 


Such a resort is a means of absolute 
sufety. 
Fortunately, 
as has been 
said, the approach of a tornado is ad- 
vertised iu advance by unmistakable 
lu'emonitory symptoms. 
Tlte house- 
holder ha« Bimply to convey his family 
to the '»cyclone cellar," close the en- 
trunoe by a strouij duor provided for 


the purpose and await the passing of 
tho danger. 
If a j-jerRou finds himsoH 
iu tho path of the whirling monster 
and has no refuge the best thing for 
him to* do is to throw himself face 
downward, with his head to the oast 
and his arms over his head to protect 
it. 
If near a large stone or stump he 
should lie down with his head toward 
tho object, embracing it. If compelled 
to remain in a building ho should go 
to tho west room on the ground floor 
and stand in tho center of it. 
It of- 
ten happens that half of a house is 
torn away, the other half remaining 
uninjured. 
By seeking the west sido 
one is more likely to cscape being 
struck ]>v debris. 


A tornado struck the town of Mor- 
gan, Ohio, Juno 19, 1RH3. 
At 9.30 ¡j. 
m. ft householder, whose account is 
quoted, heard a roaring as of heavy 
thunder, 
which called him to the 
door. 
On opening it he immediately 
discovered a bright cloud, which had 
precisely the color of a glowing oven, 
ftjipareutly 
the size of a half acre of 
ground, moving rapidly in the direc- 
tion of his dwelling. 
The brightness 
of the cloud illuminated everything 
about. 
There was no lightning nor 
rain, but a continual and tremendons 
roar during tho passage of the storm. 
Tho roaring of a tornado had been 
described as a combined woo-oo-oo 
and whir-r-r-r. 


IN THE PATH OF A TORNADO, 


Tornadoes seldom 
occur 
singly. 
There are usually several of them in a 
line, which all run up tho country 
toward the northeast. 
Frequently 
there are several lines, one following 
another. 
In rare instances the same 
jDlace has been struck by two of the 
whirling funnels in quick succession, 
it is supposed that this form of 
meteorological distubance generates an 
immense amount electricity. 
Some 
of the things it does are such as, it 
would seem, could 
ouly be accom- 
i>]ished by electrical action. 
To this 
agency has been attributed the pluck- 
ing of chickens, which is a common 
freak incidental to tho passage of a 
cyclone. 
Fowls, without being hurt, 
are 
often 
divested 
completely 
of 
their feathers, and roosters are pres- 
ently seen strutting about the stricken 
barnyard, crowing, though perfectly 
naked. . 


POINTS IN DISPUTE, 


There are many points about tho 
tornado which are iu dispute among 
meteorologistg. 
Somo of them are of 
the OiDiuion that there is a partial 
vacuum in the middle of the whirling 
balloon cloud, and many witnesses 
speak of the manner in which the huge 
funnel sucks up everything in its path. 
It is stated that tho sucking sound is 
very distinctly heard as tho monster 
rushes across the country. It certainly 
does take up water from streams, and 
one instance is recorded where a tor- 
nado completely emptied a well forty 
feet deep. 
Other authorities aver that 
in the midst of the revolving funnel 
there is a plenum, the reverse of a 
vacuum. 


Some of the doings jierpetrated by 
tornadoes are most astonishing. 
At 
Wallingford, Conn,, August 9, 187S, a 
storm of this sort blew stone monu- 
ments off their bases. It was estimated 
that the velocity of whirl required to 
accomplish this was 260 miles an hour. 
Children have frequently been lifted 
hundreds of feet into tho air and 
laid down unhurt. It has been observed 
that objects uplifted by this agency 
do not drop "with the ordinary force of 
falling bodies in many insUiuces, 
A 
whirling cloud at Pine Plains, N. Y,, 
June 19, 1835, caught a man una road 
with a team and wagon carrying a 
hogshead of .sugar. 
The hogshead and 
contents weighed 1250 pounds. 
It, 
together with the horses and cart, was 
hurled over a stone wall. 
The man 
was blown in the opposite ilirection a 
distance of fifteen rods. Light objects 
are fiometimes tnuisporled a distance 
of twenty miles. 
In one instance a 
horse was carried half a mile and put 
down uninjured, 


Peojile who are struck by tornadoes 
are 
commonly stripped entirely of 
their clothing, jjarticularly women. In 
one recorded instance tho trimming 
was taken oft' a dress as neatly as if it 
had been done by hand. 
Persons who 
meet with such a misfortune are ajitto 
bo 
covered 
with 
mud, 
plentiful 
quantities of Avhich seem ordinarily to 
be carried by the cyclone. 
The hair 
of women is torn from their heads and 
twisted into ropes sometimes. 
On one 
occTtsion a cai'i^et, which had 
been 
securely tacked to a floor, was taken 
Ui> and carried out of the house with- 
out h^^iuic torn, 
buch freakti as the 


driving of a pieco of scantling sevi^u 
feet long and six inches square length* 
wise through the body of a hog are not 
unusual. 
Attempts ^have been made 
to refer tho phenomena of tornadoes 
to spots on the sun, but it is not likely 
that any connection exists. 


A Cent Coi^d iu («'old. 


A mint» proof in gold of a copper 
cent is a groat rarity, butW. L. Boyd, 
of Spear's Wharf (Baltimore), has in 
his possession a gold proof of the first 
cent issued by the United States Gov- 
ernment. 
It is over 100 years old. 


Under the Confederation, on Octo- 
ber Itíth, 17SG, Congress passed an or- 
dinance for establishing a mint, and on 
July Gth, 1787, the first cents wero 
coined, Í-500 tons iu copper being or- 
dered of James Jarvis, the contracbor. 
This coin was called the Fugio cent, 
because of tho inscription on it, 
Tho 
obverse bore a sun dial with the sun at 
meridian, on one side of which was the 
word "Fugio,*' referring to the flight 
of time, while on the other sido was 
the date, 1787. 
Below the dial was 
the legend, "iMind Your Business," 
from which the coin gained tho namo 
of '^Franklin cent," inasmuch as he 
was said to have uttered that 
sen- 
tentious remark, 
Tho reverse boro a 
chain of thirteen links, each of which 
reiu'eseuted one of the original States. 
In the centre were the words, "We 
Are Ono," surrounded by a ring in- 
scribed 
with 
tho 
words, 
"United 
States." 
t 


Mr. Boyd*s gold cent is exactly as 
here described, but there are seven 
varieties of the Fugio coin, most of 
the diiferences being of minor import- 
ance. 
One of them, however, has the 
name of 
tho 
country 
as 
* ^States 
United." Anothei', which is very rare, 
has each of tho chain links marked 
with tho name of a State, 
After the 
Fugio coiny were made, the Govern- 
ment put out no other coinage until 
1791, when the Eagle cent was is&ued. 


Only one other i^roof in gold of this 
cent is known. 
It is not in as good 
condition as Mr. Boyd's, and sold re- 
cently for $125. One of them was sold 
in the Pratt collection iu New York in 
October, 1879, and was classifiej:! as 
"unique" by W. Elliott Woodward, 
the numismatist, who i^repared 
tho 
catalogue. 


Proofs of the Fugio cent were also 
made in silver. 
The gold proof is of 
very fine metal, and is of bright yel- 
low, being nearly as large as a silver 
half dollar. 
The marking is very dis- 
tinct, little wear showing upon it.— 
New York Sun.

IIOUSEHOLI) 
AFFAIIIS. 


TO lOE rnxnT, 


To ice any fruit, dip first in 
the 
beaten white of an egff, thou in' pul- 
verized suprar. 
Do this until the icing 
is suiïiciently thick. 
Peaches should 
bo pared and cut in halves, and swoet, 
juicy i)oarH are treated in the same 
wav. 
Cherries, strawberries and other 
Kniall fi'uits are iced with the stems on, 
only the lartrest being chosou. 
Pine- 
apples should bo cut into thin slices, 
and these acrain divide<l into quarters. 
Oranffos and lemons shotild be ijnred 
and all the white skin removed, 
the 
lemons cut into horizontal slices, the 
oranges divided into 
quarters.—New 
York Times. 


The Government of Japan has in 
hand plans for the 
construction 
of 
fourteen new railway lines. At present 
the railway mileage of the 
empire 
reaches some 1500, of which 894 be- 
longs to various companies. 
These, it 
.^s said, will be taken over by the State. 
Formerly 
the lines were built 
by 
British contractors, with material sup- 
IDlied by the United Kingdom, and 
were operated by foreign engineers, 
but now the State and private com- 
panies have- their own Japanese en- 
gineers, and a great part of the railway 
material and rolling stock can be fur- 
nished from the National 
shops at 
Shinbasi, although there is still room 
for considerable foreign importation 
in this line. 


Foreigners are wont to classify Aus- 
tria among the German countries. 
As 
a matter of fact her German speaking 
jDopulation is but limited, and annually 
losing ground. 
The increase in popu- 
lation among the German inhabitants 
of Austria is but 5.17 per thousand per 
year; the increase with the Italians in 
Austria is 5.92, and with the Slavonic 
races 7.93, 
Of 100 marriageable wo- 
men in the German districts of Austria, 
forty-one find husbands; among the 
Slavonic races the percentage is fifty- 
two. 
One of the reasons for this show- 
ing is that in the German districts of 
Austria the economic management of 
affairs is almost ^prohibitory to mar- 
riage among the younger 
sons and 
daughters of the peasants. 
Thq home- 
stead goes to the eldest son, whose 
brothers and sisters become his ser- 
vants. 
Among the Slavs the family 
property is equally divided among all 
children after the death of the father, 
and each one is allowed to begin house- 
keeping on his own hot)k. 


HOW TO WASH DISHRR. 


Do vou know how to wash dishes? 
t/ 


Not merely so that you get them oflf 
the kitchon table into the china closet, 
but so that the despised and 
dreaded 
task becomes almost a pleasure. 
This 
is the way to accomplish that result. 


Ah Hoon as the cooking is done, fill 
all the cooking iitejisils with water and 
leave them to soak. 
When the m(»al is 
ended scra])e all the plates clean—not 
with a knife, for that scratches and 
nicks- -but with a soft piece of left- 
over bread. 
Put the i)lates in one 
pile, the saucers in another, tlie cu})s, 
emptied of their drainincfs, together, 
and the glass and silver together. 


Have a bowl of water cool enough to 
allow your hand to remain in it a few 
minutes without scalding, but hot, and 
wash the glasses with soap in tliat. 
Dry them as fast as they aro washed. 
If yon let them stand upon a tray the 
air dries them, and does it in streaks 
where the water is trickling 
down. 
Have a soft, clean, lintless cloth for 
this purpose. 


Then M'ash the silver; 
the wntev 
should be very hot for this. 
If tliere 
are any crevices, clean theai with a 
l}ruRh kept for the^jurpose. 
Dry on a 
cloan towel and polish 
with 
silver 
powder. 


Kext wash your cups and saucers — 
one at a time. 
Use a mop with a han- 
dle, and don't, in this day and genera- 
tion,- be without 
one of those wire 
kitchen conveniences known as a .soap- 
shaker. 
Wipe each cup and saucer 
before putting it out of your hand, or 
it will dry joartially and streakily, and 
be rough 
to the touch. 
After the 
cups and saucers, wash the i)lateB in 
the same way. 
Then clean the tins, 
and then the pots and pans. 


To clean knives, rub with a soit 
flannel 
di])ped in 
powdered 
bath- 
])rick, or in wood ashes. 
Keverletthe 
ivory hau'lles be dipped in hot water. 
Tins may be kept in a state of daz- 
zlini; brightness» by being 
rubbed 
with sifted wood ashes or with whiten- 
ing. 


Copper utensils should be scoured 
with brick dust and fiannel, 


Tlie dish cloths and mops should be 
washed, scalded and dried after each 
using. 
The towels should never be 
thrown 
aside in a damp lump, but 
should 
be hung to dry, and 
then 
dropped into the kitchen 
haiujier 
against washing day. 


The disnpan should be thoroughly 
Avashed with soap and water, 
scoured 
and rinsed with scalding water, drietl 
and hung on its own hook. 
Then the 
sink should be scoured and rinsed with 
scalding water, in which common sodn 
has been dissolved.—New York World. 


SWKF/r OK SOttR OREAM, 


Sweet cream is not the best for 
making butter, as it yields less than 
cream that is slightly sonr. 
The best 
•and most butter is made from cream 
that is slightly sour and which is taken 
from milk set in shallow pans in a room 
not over sixty degrees or sixty-two de- 
grees of temiierature 
for thirty-six 
hours, then skimmed and kept twenty- 
fiuir hours at the same temperature. 
When cream is too sour or is too warm, 
it will foam in the churn and give out 
a large quantity of carbonic acid gas. 
This interferes with the making of the 
butter. 
It will not do this otherwise. 
To bring the cream, when 
thus dis- 
turbed, into jn'oper condition, 
add 
cold water to thin it, by M'hich the gas 
evolved in the churning esca]>es and 
the 
foaming is reduced. 
Then the 
butter separates. 
This foaming is a 
common thing in the summer, while 
in winter, owing to the 
cold, 
the 
cream granulates and appears to be 
sandy, and the butter does not come. 
The remedy then is to add warm water 
to the cream, as it is too cold, and the 
fine grains of butter will not adhere 
together.—New York Times. 


CONSULTING TliE ÄIARKKTS, 


To meet a demand for special prod- 
ucts, one must know what the den:and 
is. 
The special requirements 
of a 
market may be nothing better than a 
mere whim or caprice, but ther luu.st 
be met if a ready sale is expected. 
If 
the market 
requires 
brown-shelled 
eggs it is folly to oflfer those with 
white shells. 
The latter may be just 
as good as the former, but so long" as 
the former have the call tliey are the 
ones to be furnished. 
Or if the mar- 
ket requires yellow legs and a yelloAv 
skin on di'pfised jDoultry, it is iinwise 
to offer poultry with white skin and 
dark or white legs. 
It is true that 
people do not eat the shanks of fowls, 
and some of the best table fowls in the 
world have white, or dark shanks and 
a white skin, but so long as the fancy 
of the buyer demands the yellow color 
that is the color to supply. 
One can- 
not afford to spend his time in educat- 
ing people out of their whimsical no- 
tions if he expects to make money out 
of his trade. 
So long as no i)rinciple 
is sacrificed, so long as their notion 
can harm no one, nut even themselves, 
the poultry raiser 
is not bound to 
sacrifice his jDrofits in attempting to 
remove the prejudices of hia custom- 


and slightly 
salted 
and 
sweetened 
with sugar, will be taken eagerly, and 
will help the growth vory much. 
At 
iho same time it is advisable to nourish 
the lambs through the ewes, by liberal 
feeding of grain, of which a mixture 
of rye and buckwheat coarsely chopped 
together will be found better 
than 
Corn, and if anything else is added it 
should bo bran. 
This -u-ill increase 
the milk in quantity and quality and 
so help the lambs. 
By and by the 
lambs will take their meal themselves 
if the proper facilities arc offered by 
means of a small pen with cree]is at- 
tached to it, and set in the 
fence. 
These creeps consist of openings in the 
fence just large enough for the lambs 
to creep through; and toi)revout tear- 
ing of the wool the sides of the open- 
ings arc guarded by rollers fitted into 
a sliding bar placed in the fence, by 
which the rollers may be drawn nearer 
to each other or widened 
as may 
bo necessary to fit the lambs. 
The 
food is placed in these pens, and the 
lambs soon learn to creep through to 
get the meal. These hints are especially 
useful for the feeding of market lambs, 
which need to be forced as much as 
possible to make a rapid growth and 
lay on fat. 


The fattest lambs are a cross oi 
Merino with Southdown. 
They ari> 
not the largest, but the plumpest and 
heaviest for their size, of all 
early 
lambs, and the black faces and legs of 
the sire render them dear to the heart 
of a butcher, who will readily give 
more for such lambs than for larger 
white faced ones. 
He points to these 
black marks with pride, and calls the 
special attention of his customer to 
them as proofs of their Southdown 
lineage, 
"the finest mutton sheep in 
the world," a« he tells his exacting 
purchaser. 
The Mori no, however, has 
something to do with the fatness and 
tenderness of these lambs, and its early 
fieece gives the appearance of fullness 
of roundness 
to the 
plump 
little 
carcass. 


Those lamb breeders who keep the 
Dorsets for their twin lambs which 
come quite early, will do well to use 
the Southdown 
for the sires of the 
lambs. 
This is the rule in England 
where the Dorsets are kept esjiecially 
for Christmas lambs. 
There the ewes 
of this breed lamb twice in the year, 
and one is a cross of the Southdown, 
and the other is j^uro bred; the for- 
mer for the market, and the latter for 
the fiock. The Dorset, however, mu.st 
have the most skillful attention, and 
the shepherd who thinks sheep are 
able to 
take 
care 
of 
themselves 
through winter as well as summer,will 
be very much disappointed if he tries 
the Dorset to experiment in this direc- 
tion. 
The Christmas lamb is like the 
Christmas strawberry, a hothouse cre- 
ation, and those breeders who do not

N advertiBoinent npppnrotl in 
one of the aftornoon New 
Jorspy pappi's xindor tho head

doffs aud birds were boarded on a farm 
on West Side aveniie. 
West Ride ave- 
nue iR located on the fnr aide of tlie 
IleiiihtB in Jersey City, in the newly 
settled seetion. 
The boarding house is 
located on a rich inrm of about fifteen 
acres and about two hundred feet from 
tho avenue. 
All throuprh the g-rounds 
one can see newly-painted do^ houses, 
and as far as tho eye can reach dopfs of 
all kinds are seen, some tied to their 
houses, others t3ed to trees and some 
runuinpr loose. 


In a lot which is set a])art for this 
particular ptir])ose are rows of neat 
little houses, used as cat houses. 
The 
cats aro allowed to run loose durincr 
the day, but when ni.i^ht comes they of 
their OAvn accord return to their re- 
spective homes. 
Eucli cat has a house 
of its own, and after a stay of three 
or four days on the farm all learn their 
places porfe(*tly. 


One would imagine that where there 
arc so many doj^s and cats in such 
close proximity frequent fii^hts would 
occur, and it is not at all unlikely that 
Huch thinp^s do happen. 
The proprie- 
tor of this dog, cat and bird farm 
stoutly denies this, 
however, 
and 
claims that the animals miniile to- 
f^ether and have never been known to 
tiiiht. 
There is also a loui; buildinp^ 
for birds. 
Hanginjj from hooks were 
about sixty ca^ares containiui? birds of 
all sorts. 
They are hunp;high enouf^h 
to prevent the cats, which live close 
b}', from interfering with them. 
Isor 
is this all, for as yon come out throupih 
the door of the bird house you are 
confronted by an immense sipjn which 
reads: 
"Horses pastured and colts 
handled with care," 


Upon inquiry it was found that 
horses were taken for the summer and I 
colts were broken. 


If there was any other sort of animal 
that required care it is very probable 
that it, too, M'ould be found there. 
The farm is owned and conducted by 
a man named William Welsh, a short, 
stubby, pfood natured man who enjo3\s 
telling the secret.s of his j^eculiar busi- 
ness. 


''About ten years ago,'* Mr. Welsh 
said, "when I had just landed in this 
country, I heard a friend of mine won- 
der why somebody didn't have just 
such a place as I have here. I thought 
the matter over for several weeks, and 
finally approached my wife on the sub- 
ject. 
She did not appear to be very 
enthusiastic at first, but I finally pre- 
vailed upon her to try it, so when the 
summer season began I bad every tiling 
in readiness and advertised my busi- 
ness. 
The scheme was entirely new 
then and did not take very well, but I 
managed to get a suflicient number of 
dogs and birds the first year to con- 
vince me that there would be money 
in it in the end.

It is fiuoreseence of brain action, as it 
were. 


It is believed that there are five 
times as many insects as there are si)e- 
cies of all other living things put to- 
gether. 
The oak alone supports 450 
species of insects, and 200 kinds make 
their home in the pine. 
Forty years 
ago Humboldt estimated that the num- 
ber of species preserved in collections 
was between 150,000 and 170,000, but 
Bcientiiic men now say that there must 
be niiire than 750,000, without taking 
into account the i^arasite creatures. 
Of the 35,000 species in Europe, how- 
ever, not more than 3500 are noxious 
or dtistructive. 
There are more than 
100,000 kinds of beetles. 


Few have any conception of the 
progress which i}hotograi)hy has made 
in the direction of taking instaneous 
impressions. 
An object traveling at 
the rate of 10,000 mi'es an hour can 
be i^hotographed by means of the elec- 
tric spark, while, if a revolving mir- 
ror is introduced, objects traveling at 
the enormous speed of 180,000 miles 
an hour can be taken. 
To photograph 
the latter class of objects, the mirror, 
which is worked by electricity, must 
revolve 
1024 times every 
second, 
which gives a speed a hundred and 
fifty times greater than that of a bul- 
let. 
Thus the amateiu* who takes a 
snap 
shot Avith his 
instantaneous 
camera is, unknown to himself, work' 
ing a miracle. 


Unsuspected Causes oi Fire. 


Among the results brought to light, 
through modern chemical investigation 
of the sources and causes of sponta- 
neoTis combustion, attention has re- 
cently been specially called to the fact 
that sawdust should never be used to 
collect -drippings or leakages. 
It is 
said that dry vegetable or animal oil is 
found to inevitably take fire when sat- 
urating cotton waste at 180 degrees F., 
and spontaneous combustion occurs 
more quickly when the cotton issoaked 
with its own weight of oil. 
Danger is 
involved in patent "driers," from leak- 
age into sawdust, etc. ; in oiJy waste, 
too, of any kind, or waste cloths of 
silk or cotton, saturated with oil, var- 
nish or turpentine; also in linseed oil 
drippings into a sponge; -glycerino or 
oil of any kijid leaking into sawdust; 
bituminous coal in largo heaps of pit 
coal, hastened by wet, and especially 
when pyrites are i}resent in the coal— 
the larger, the greater the liability. 
Oil on flour, or water on llour, is pro- 
ductive of spontaneous combustion. 
In fact, nil organic structures, being 
largely composed of carbon and hy- 
drogen, are readily excited, because of 
tlie alHnity of the hydrogen for ox- 
ygen, -New York Witness.

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SOMJESAMTARY ASPECTS OF BREAD

Ilcallli Commissiouor, Now York CUy, 
It is necessary, if one would undor- 
fitainl the sanitary asj^ects of bread 
making, to fully com^irehend the pres- 
ent theory hold by scientists of germs 
and the part played by them in disease. 
Tho theory of disenso germs is merely 
the name given to the knowledge had 
of those germs by medical inon, n knowl- 
edge which is the result of innumera- 
ble experiments. 
Being this, tho old 
term of a **thcory" has become a mis- 
nomer. 
A germ of a disease is a plant, 
so small th'it I do not know how to ex- 
l^rcBs intelligibly to the general reader 
its lack of size. 
When this germ is in- 
troduced into tho blood or tissues of 
the body, its action appears to be an- 
alogous to that which takes place when 
yeast is added to dough. 
It attacks 
certain elements of the blood or tissues, 
and destroys them, at tho same time 
producins' new substances. 


in our practice wo would find that 
germs collected by tho baker have 
found their way into the yeaat bread, 
that tho heat has not been suiHcieut to 
destroy them, that the uncooked yeast 
bread has been eaten and with it tho 
colonioR of germs, that they have 
found their way into tho blood and 
that tho call for our services which 
followed, has rounded oft this sequence 
of events, 


I have already pointed ^ out that the 
germs of disease aro to be found in tho 
air and dust. 
The longer any sub- 
stance to be eaten is exposed to tho air, 
tho greater tho chance that germs will 
be deposited on it. 
Bread raised with 
yeast is worked down or kneaded twice 
before being baked and this process 
may tako anywhere from four hours to 
ton. 
It has, then, the chance of col- 
lecting disease germs during this pro- 
cess of raising and it has two periods 
of working down or kneading during 
each ai which it may gather the dirt 
containing the germs from tho baker's 
hands. 
As no bread save that Vi^iscd 
with yeast, goes through this long

But the germs of the greater part of 
the germ diseases, that is, of the infec- 
tious and contagious diseases, will de- 
velop or increase in number without 
being in the body of a human being, 
provided always you give them the 
I^roper conditions. 
These conditions 
aro to be found in dough which is be- 
ing raised with yeast. 
They are 
warmth, 
moist\tre and the organic 
matter of the flour on which the germs, 
after certain changes, feed. 


It is necessary to remember at tliis 
point that yeast is germ gro^^th, and 
when introduced into a mixture of glu- 
cose or starch, in the presence of 
Avarnith and moisture sets up a fer- 
mentation. If the mixture be a starchy 
dough the yeast first changes a portion 
oí the starch into glucose and then de- 
comi^oses the glucose by changing it 
into two new substances, viz., carbonic 
acid gas and alcohol. 


Now the glutten, which is also a con- 
stituent of dough and moist starch, 
affords, with the latter, an excellent 
nidus for the development of germs of 
disease as well as for the yeast germs. 
The germs of cholera, as of typhoid 
fever, vrould, if introduced into dough, 
find very favorable conditions for their 
growth. 


I do not wish to ''pose" asan alarm- 
ist, nor am I willing to say there is 
very much chance of the germs of 
typhus and of cholera reaching the 
stomachs of the people who eat bread 
Avhich has been raised with yeast. But 
I have not the slightest cause to doubt 
that other diseases have been and will 
be carried about in the bread, 


I have met journeymen bakers, suf- 
fering from cutaneous diseases, work- 
ing the dough in tho bread trough 
with naked hands and arms. 
I have 
no reason to supinóse bakers are less 
liable to cutaneous diseases than any 
other men, and I know, as every house- 
wife knoAYS, yeast-raised bread must be 
worked a long time. 
This is an ex- 
ceedingly objectionable tl ing from the 
standpoint of a physician for the 
reason that the germs of disease which 
are in the air aud dust and on stair- 
ways and straps in street cars, are 
most often collected on tho hands. 
Any i^orson who has ever kneaded 
dough understands the way in which 
the dough cleans the hands. 
This 
means that any germs which may have 
found a lodging place on the hands of 
the baker before he makes up his 
batch of bread are sure to find their 
way into the dough, and once there, to 
find all the conditions necessary for 
subdivision 
and growth. 
This 
is 
equivalent to saying that we must rely 
on heat to kill these germs, because it 
is almost certain that they will be 
there. 
Now, underdone or doughy 
bread is a form which every man and 
woman has seen. 


It is a belief as old as the hills that 
underdone bread is unhealthfuL 
This' 
reimttttion has been earned for it by 
the experience of. countless genera- 
tions, and no careful mother will wish 
her children to eat bread that has not 
been thoroughly cooked. 
The reason 
given for this recognized unhealthful- 
ness has been that the uncooked yeast 
dough is very dilïicult to digest. 
No 
one but a x)hysician would be apt to 
think of disease germs which have not 
been killed during tho i^rocess of bak- 
ing as a cause of tho sicknebs following 
the use of uncooked yeast bread. 
Yet 
this resuit from this cause is more than 
probable. 
I have not? the slightest 
doubt that could we trape back some 
oftUoca»c6oi illness wiiich we m^et 


process of raising and kneading so no 
bread save that raised with yeast has 
so good a chance of gathering germs. 


What is meant by **raising'* bread 
is worth a few words. 
The introduc- 
tion of the yeast into the moist dough 
and the addition of heat when the pan 
is placed near the fire produces an 
enormous growth of the yeast fungi— 
the yeast **germ," in other -words. 
These fungi effect a destructive fer- 
mentation of a portion of the starchy 
matter of thè flour—one of the most 
valuable nutri|?nt elements in the flour. 
The fermentatHon produces carbonic 
acid gas, and this, hasàngits origin in 
every little particle 
of 
the starch 
which is itself everywhere in the flour, 
pushes aside the particles of the dough 
to give itself room. 
This is what is 
called ''raising the bread." 


It needs but a glance to see that it 
is, in its effects on the dough, purely 
mechanical. 
Tho dough, which was 
before a close-grained mass, is now 


and an alkali which, if projiorly com- 
bined, pJiould when they unite at ouco 
destroy themselves and j^roduco car- 
bonic acid gas. 
A good baking jiow- 
der doos its work while tho loaf is iu 
the oven, au-1 having dono it, disai)- 
pears. 


But caro is imporatlvo in nelecting 
the brand of bakiua: powder t6 bo cer* 
tain that it is composed of non-injuri- 
ous chemicals. 
Powders containing 
alum or those Avhich aro compounded 
from impxtro ingredients, or thoso 
which aro not combined in proper pi'o- 
portiou or carefully mixed and wliieh 
will leave cither an acid or nu alkali iu 
tho bread, must not be used. 


It is well to sound a note of \varniug 
in this diroctiiui or tho change from 
tho objeciiouablo yeast to an impure 
baking ijowder will b^ a case of jump- 
ing from th" frying ])au into the fire. 


Tho best baking ])owd'n* made is, as 
shown by analysis, tho * * K o y a l . I t 
contains absolutely nothing but cream 
of tartar and sodn, re lined to a chem- 
ical purity, which wlion combined un- 
der the intiuonco (jf heat anl moisture 
]>roduco carbonic acid gas, and having 
dono this, disappear. 
Its leavening 
strength lias been found superior to 
other bakiua powder?, aud as far 
I 
know, it is tho only powder which will 
raise large broad perfectly. 
Iti> use 
avoids tho long ])erio.l during which 
the voast made dough must stand iu 
order that tho staroli mav ferment aud 
« 
there is also no knoadinix necessary. 


The two laatorials used iu the Koyal, 
cream of tartar and soda, nro ])prieotly 
harmless, even when eat. n. 
But t]u»y 
art* Combined iu exact compensating 
weights, so that when chemical act ¡on 
begins botwi-en them they practically 
diBap))ear, tho substance of both hav- 
ing boon taken up to form the carbon- 
ic acid ga«. 
More than this, the

But tho verv moment the 
warmth and moisture attic]; tiie mix- 
ture of cream of tartar and so .la, those 
two ingredients chomically combine 
and carbonic acid or leavening gas is 
evolved. 
The consequence mny bo 
seen at a glance, tho bread is raised 
during the time it is baking in the 
oven, and this is the most perfect of 
all conceivable methods of raising it. 


Here, thou, there is no chance for 
germs of disease to get into tho dough 
and theiico into the stomach, more 
than that the bread is necessarily aa 
sweet as possible, there having been 
no time during which it could sour. 
This involves the fact that the broad 
so made will keep longer, as it is less

full of little holes, and when cooked 
in this condition is what we ordinarily 
call light. 
This ¡joroas quality of 
bread enables the stomach to rapidly 
and easily digest it, for tho gastric 
juices quiclcly soak into and attack it 
from all sides. 
The fermentation of 
the dough, however, uses up a jjortion 
of tho nutrient elements of the loaf. 
If it be possible, therefore, to produce 
a light porous loaf without this de- 
struction and vdthout the "kneading" 
process, which Alls the dough with 
germs and fllth, and without tho long 
period during which the raising pro- 
cess goes on, the gain in food and the 
gain in the avoidance of the germs is 
exceedingly plain. 


But while we can easily see tlu 
dangers which attend tho iLse of yeast 
it is certain that the vesiculatingeifect 
produced by it on the doUfjli is to thj 
last degree perfect. 
It is apparent 
that if wo are to substitute any other 
system of breael making we must have 
one which will give us, iirst, mechauieal 
results equally as good, that is, that 
will 
i)roduce 
minute 
bubbles 
of 
carbonic acid gas throughout the mass 
of dough. 
Now it is iu no way diiii- 
cult to i>roduce carbonic acid gas 
chemically, but when we are working 
at bread wo must use such chemicals 
as are perfectly healthful. Fortunately 
these are not hard to iind. 


Tho evils which attend tho yeast- 
made bread are obviated by the use of 
a properly made, i^uro and wholesome 
baking powder in lieu of yeast. 
Bak- 
ing i>owders aro composed of an acid

likely to be contaminated by the germs 
that ail'ect the souring process. 


It will bo strane:o if the crowds of 
visitors to the World's Fair do not 
greatly increase the number of con- 
tagious diseases, which wo will have to 
treat. 
Under theso circumstances is 
it not folly of follies to open a single 
channel through which these gernis 
may reacJi us? Is it not the i^art of 
wisdona to watch with the greatest care 
all that we eat and drink, ami to see 
that none buttho safestand best meth- 
ods aro employed in the preparation 
of our food? To me it seems as 
though there could bo but one answer 
to questions like these, 


I have shown the danger of iising 
tho yeast raised bread, and "with this I 
have shown how that danger may bo 
avoided. 
The ounce of ¡jrevention 
v/hich in this casa is neither diiJicult 
nor oxpensivo is certainly worth many 
pounds of cure, and tho best 
thing 
about it is that it may bo relied on al- 
most absolutely. 
Those who eat bread 
or biscuits or rolls made at homo with
